J  Sttry  1/  Craefus  King  of  Lydia,  anJ  Cyru?  King  of  Pcrfia. 

CRiESUi,  that  opulent  king  of  Lydi .,  (hewed  the  wire 
Solon  his  abundant  riches  and  treafur^s—^nd  what  thinkeli 
thou,  fiiid  he,  is  there  any  maa  thru  knowcit  more  happy  than 
oiffelf  ?  There  i«»  fakl  he,  and  named  one  TtllUs,  a  man  o< 
mean  fortune,  bat  contented  with  it  ;  and  then  he  named  two 
others,  who  having  lived  well  were  riO>v  dead  ;  Ciie^us  laugh- 
ed, and  faid,  what  ftate  toke  you  me  to  b?  in  ?  I  cannot  teli, 
(aid  Solon,  nor  can  we  reafonably  accoant  tha*  man  happv  wiio 
IS  toiTed  with  the  waves  of  life,  till  he  is  arrived  at  the  Hivcn, 
ijnce  a  tempeft  maj^  come  which  may  overturn  all.  Crasfus 
nade  flight  of  this  at  that  tiaic,but  being  aiterwards  overcome 
t>y  Cfrus,  and  condemned  to  die»  and  to  that  purpofe  beinp 
bound,  and  laid  on  a  great  pile  of  wuod  to  be  burnt  alive, 
Crxl'us  cried  out,  O  Solon  !  O  Solon  !  at  wbich  C/rui  admir 
:og,  caufed  him  tobeaflced,  what  GOD  or  man  it  was  whom  hr 
invoked,  and  called  upon  in  his  extremity ;  he  replied,  that  Sc-' 
ion  came.into  his  mind,  who  had  wifely  aOmooiihed  him  not  10 
trud  in  his  prefeoi  fortune,  nor  to  think  himfelt  happy  ;  I  taogh> 
ed,  faid  be,  at  that  time,  bat  now  I  appiove  and  admire  that 
faying.  And  fo  did  Cvras  alfo,  f>r  he  immediately  command- 
ed  Crxfas  to  be  fet  at  liberty,  and  made  him  one  of  his  fpe- 
cial  friends. 

After  the  death  of  Cyrus,  Cambyfci  his  f»n,  [who  id  fcrlp- 
;ure  is  called  Ahafueruir]  rei(;ned  kins;  6f  Perfia,  and  king  Crs. 
'us  ftill  remained  in  that  Caurt.  Nov  it  happened  that  king 
CamSyfes  h'ad  flaln  twelve  I*e  fiani  of  principal  rank.t^hom  king 
Crsefujthus  admoailhed,  do  not-O  king,  faid  he,,  indulge  thini' 
inge.  and  rage  in  every  thing,  but  refrain  yourfelf;  it  will  be 
ur  your  advantage  to  be  prudent  and  provident*  and  fosefi^^h 
's  the  part  of  a  wife  man;  but  you,  upon  Jighc  oecafionSfput  tr 
ieatii  your  countrymen,  and  fpare  n;»;  young  children  ;  bm  i 
/ou  {hall  goon  to  do  often  in  this  manner,  confider  if  yon  will 
lot  give  occafion  to  the  Perfians  to  revolt  from  you  ;  yoor  /ather 
Cyrus  lad  his  (Iridl  Commands  upon  roe,  that  as  often  as  qccs^ 
ion  ftiould  require,  1.  fliould   put.  y,oq  in  min-i  of  tSof**   thinf;? 
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fvhtcii  nigHc  coainee  to  yo«r  proic  tnd  welfare.  Cambyier 
't«tcU^<i  tf(>  t  b>4r  sad  arrovr,  withi.iteatioa  to  have  (hot  Cras- 
I'ai  throdjli  thsre^^ith,  bjt  ke  htftily  iiled  t  Cimbyfes  tkui  pre 
^'cnteJ,  cqoi Handed  his  minifterito  put  Jiioi  to  death,  but  they 
lappoflng  the  kin^  would  repent  kinafelf*  and  then  they  flioold 
bfi  re^farded  for  his  fafety,  kept  him  privately  aliv*e  ;  it  wa«  not 
ling  before  Cimbyfei  wanted  the coanfel  of  Crxfai,  and  when 
hiis  fervanci  told  hina  tkit  be  yet  lived,  Cambyfei  rej  liced  there- 
at, bat  ordered  them  to  be  (I«in  who  had  dtfobeyefi  his  coa* 
nand^in  preferving  htm  who  he  had  condemned  Co  death. 

TtiisCaolbyret  ^rai  a  very  bloody  tyrant,  which  might  chief* 
iy  be  occailaned  a^  his  flittsreri,  for  hdvtng  a  mind  to  marry 
his  It  iter,  he  wat  to*d  by  his  lawerys,  that  they  knew  no  law 
vhich  admitted  fach  mirriagei,   bat  (here  was  a  law  that  the 
Perfian  kings  might  do  whit  they  lilted  ;   which  mixim  he  of- 
ten put  in  pradlce;  fdroi  a  time,  dsfiring  to  bs  truly  informed 
b/  Prexafpcs  hi*  beloved  favotiri-te,  what  the  Perfianf,  his  fab* 
jeflt  thoBght  of  his  coniitioo,  be  anfwered,  ihey  were  foilotved 
vith  abundaac:  of  pralfe  from  all  meoj  only  ic  was  obfertfed  by 
tiiany,  that  he  took  m3re  lliia  afual  delight  in  wine:  Cambyr<;s 
beta;  enraged  at  this  reprotsf,  replied*  and  are  the  Perlians 
double-tongued  then,  who  alfo  tell  me  that  I  have  ia  alt  thini;! 
excelled  m^  father  Cyrus  >  Thou  Prexafpes  (halt  be  ay  witaefs, 
whether  Va  this  report  ihey  have  done  me  jaftice;     iot  if  at  the| 
.Irft  (hot  I  pierce  th/  fon*t*heart  with  an  arrow,  then  is  it  falfe 
■that  hat'h  been  fpoken  ;  but  if  I  mifa  the  mark,  I  am  then  pteaf- 
ed  that  the  fame  be  counted  true,  and  my  fubjedi  believed  ;  and 
immediately  he  (hot  an  arrow  at  the  iarioceot  child,'  who  falling 
down  dead  with  the  ftroke,  Cambyfes  commanded  the  body  to 
be  openeJ,  and  hit  heart  wa^  found  (licking  uppn  the  arrow,  it 
which  this  monftrous  tyrant  gi'eatly  rejoicing,  (hewed  it,  with 
this  Taying  inftead  of  an  epitaph  :  Na^v  Prexifpes,  thou  mayeft 
refoive  thyfelf,  and  conclude  that  I  have  not  loft  my  wit  with 
wine,  but  the'Perfians  theiri,  who  report  fuch  things  of  me.
